The steamer Qaaker Cit/ has accom- 
plished at last her extraordinary Toyoge 
and rutorned to her old pier at tho foot of 
Waif Btreet,^after Jan ' absepee ..of fire 
months alt'd'-a^ half. ' The" expedition was 

■ »j|8ji5^SBrjD,j|Ome respects, in sotno it was 
BOk^e'tYOrfginally it was adreriised as a 
"pleasure excursion. ' Well, perhaps it 
was a pleasure excorBion, bulceriainly It 
did not iook like one ; certainly it did not 
a^^l|^e oiae.; .Anybody's and every body's 
notion of a plensare' excnrsidb is - that the 
parties to it will of a necesiity Jb,e yopng 
and giddy and somewhat boisterons. 
They will donee a Rood deal, sing a good 
deal, make lore, and pray rery little. 
Anjibody's and ereiybodv's notion of a 
wVll eotSdi^cted foneral is that there mut 
be ft hearse and a corpse and chief mourn- 
ers and monrners by courtesy, many old 
people, much solemnity, no levity, and a 
prayer and a sermon withal. Three- 
fonrliis of the Quaker City's passengers 
were between forty and serenlj years of 
Aa;e 1 There was a picnic crowd for yon I 
It may be supposed that the other fonrth 
was composed of yonng girls. Bat it was 
not. It was chiefly composed of c/usiy 
old bachelors and a child of six years. 
Let U8 overage the ages of the Quaker 
Cityts pilgrims aud set the Cgurc down as 
tffty "gears',' Is'any man mean enough to 
imagine that this picnic of patriarchs sang 
made lore, danced, told anecdotes, dealt 
in ungodly levity ? In my experience 
they sinned littlo in these matters. No 
doubt it was presumed here at home that 
these frolicsome veterans laughed and sang 
and roaiped all day, and kept np a noisy 
excitement from one end of the ship to 
the otb6r; and that they played blind 
man's bnff, or danced quadrilles and 
waltzes on moonlight evenings on the 
quarter»di(k ; and that at odd moments 
of nnoccupied time they jotted a laconic 
item or two in the joaruals they opened 
on sacb an elaborate plan when they left 
home, and then skurried off to their whist 
and euchre labors under the cabin lamps 
If these things were presumed, tho pro 
sumption was at fault. The venerable 
excursionists were not gay and frisky 
They played no blind-man's buff ; thoy 
never sang, save in the nightly prayer 
meeting. The pleasure ship was a sytia- 
gogne, and the pleasure trip was o funeral 
excursion without a corpse. (There is 
nothing exhiiaratiug about a funeral 
corsiou without a corpse.) A free, hear- 
ty laogb W88,a,,8oaiid, that was not hoard 
oftener than'diice iii sersral days about 
those decks or in those cabins, aud when 
it was heard it met with precioas little 
sympathy. Tlio excursionists danced 
three separate evenings, long, long 
(it seems an oge), quadrilles, of a sii 
■et, made up of tjare^ ladies aqd five gen- 
tlemen (the 'latter with handkerchiefs 
around their arms to sipnify their sex), 
who timed tlioir feet to the solemn wlieez 
ing of a melodeon ; but ersn this melau- 
eboly orgie was voted to be sinfal, and 
dancing was discou tinned, 
' 'I he pilgrims played dominoes when too 
much Josephns or Bobinsou's Holy Land 
Researches, or book'writing, made recrea 
tion necessary — fordomfooes is about a; 
mild and sinlfiss a game as any in tlie 
woi'ld perhaps, excepting always tho 
effably insipid diversion they call playing 

' at croquet, which is a gsme where joa do 
not pocket any balls and do not oarom on 
aoytbing of any conieqaeDoe, sod when you 
,are done nobody has lo pay, aoJ there ire do 

■ eigars or drink to eaw off, and consequenily, 
tbsre is no watiaiaciion whatever abuat it — 
tbay played dominoes till they were rested 
and thoD tbey blackguarded each other pri- 
vately UDtil prayer time. When tliey were 
not sea-sick tbay were aacommonly prompt 
when the dinner-goog soanded. Such was 
oar daily life ou board the ship — solemnity, 
deooruna, diocer, dominoes, prayers, tlaodBr, 
It vat not lively enou|;b for a pleasure trip; 
but if we bad only bad a corpse il woold 
have made a gorgeeus funeral ezouriion. It 

Jsjallr over now, but wbea I look baok the 
idea of these venerable fosails skipping forth 
on a »ix muoths' picnic, seems ezquiaitely 
ladicroQs, Tho adveriided title of tbo expe. 
dilioB — 'Tho Grand Holy Lead Pleasure 
Exoursioo' — was a sbastly mieoomar. 'Tfao 
Graud lloiy Liud Funeral Procession' would 
have beeo better — much better. 

sos'J^hereyer. we went, in Europe, Asia or 
Africa, we made a sensatioa, and I snppoae I 
I may add, created a famine. None of us 
had ever bean anywhere before; we all bail- 
ed from the interior ; travel was a wild 
novelty lo us, and we condocted ourselrea in 
accordance vritli the natural iniitinota that 
wbeu in us, and trammeled ourselves with 

, jq , eerempoies, so ooaveotioDalitles. We 

^ 'at ways took oara to make It understood that 
wo wore Americans — Americano 1 When 
we fouDci thill a good ranoy foroignors had 
hardly ever beard o! Amerioa, and that a 
good many more knew it only as a barbar- 
ous province away oil somewhere, that bad 
lately been at war wiib somebody we pitied 

I the igiioradoe of the Old World, but abated 
no jot of oar importance. Many and mioy a 
simple cnmreunily in the Eaalcrn Hemisphere 
will remember for years the incursion of a 
itranga hordo in Ibo year ol oar Lord 1867, 
that culled themsslvos Americao* and seem- 
ed to imagina in soma unaoooantable way 
.that tbay bad a right to bo proud ol it. 
iV W9"|ieaerVly created a famino, partly be- 

' eanse the ooSee on the Quaker City was 
UDendnrnble, and eumeiimoi tbo more aub- 
ttaoiial faro was oot stiioily G st olaes ; and 
partly becnuse one oatorally tires of sitting 
CI fleog at the same board and eating from the 
' •<^tame dii>bQB 

. Tbe people of these foreign ooaotries are 
very, very igac^ani. Tbey looked eurioatly 
a) ttia coaiDinea we had brought from tbo wildi 
■ of America. Tboy obsarved that we talked 
loudly at table eomotimes. They noticed 
that we lonkdd out /or expeusea, and got 
what we con venieully could lor a frano, and 
wondered nbere in the tnitcbief we oame 
from. Id Patis tbey simply opened their 
eyes and star|id :Whea i^e. spoke 'to them in 
French! We never did sudceed in ntkiug 
those idiots underfltand their own lani^uago. 
One of our passongera said to a shopkeoprr, 
in relerence to a propnecd rclurn lo buy a 
pair of gloves, 'Allong — rttlay Irankul — 
maybawocuom .NiouJey:' ar.d would ynu 
bvlieve it that ehopkeepert a born French* 
. nan, bad to ask what-.Jt.^WuXbst bad be^n 
said. Sometimes, it Beemi'to me, somehow, 
that there must be a diflarcoae hetweou Par> 
. islan FtenOD and Q^i^ker City Frcocb. 
' The, people stared at us everywhere, and 
w'^ atarsd at them. We goDeially made them 

• fMr ratlter small, too, beiore we got done 
wi^h ihefti, because wa bore down ou ihetn 
with Amrrican greatness until we crush d 
ibeo^ And yul wu took kindly to tbe mau' 
neia aad customs, aud especially tbo fashions 
of tbe rarions people we visited. When we 
met the Azores, wo woroawial oapotea, and 



uaed fine tooth combs— succeasfnlly. When 
we came back from Tangier, iu Africa, wo 
were lopped with fczz'S of tbe bloodiest hue, 
and bung with taasels like an Indian's scalp 
lock. In France and Spain we altraotod 
some attention in tbeaa caBlumes, In Iia y 
thry naturally took us for distempered Qati- 
baldians, and set a gunboat to look for any- 
thing BigniGcant in our changes of uniform 
We made Borne howl. Wo ooold have made 
any place bowl whan we hpd all our olotbts 
OQ. We got no fresh raiment iu Greece — 
tbey had but little there of any kind. But 
at Conslanlinoplo, how wo turned out ? 
Turlians, soimetais, fezzes, t.iorso-pisiols, 
tunica, sashes, buggy trowecrs, yellow elip- 
pora — oh, we wera gorgeous 1 The illustrious 
dogs of CoDBiaDtinople baiked their under 
jaws off and evon then failed to do us Jus- 
tice. Tbay are all dead by tbi« time. "They 
could not go through such a run ot bnsiaeiis 
aa wo gave thom and survive. 

And then we went lo aeo iha Emperor of 
Russia. We just called cs him as oomfort- 
ably as ii wo bad known him a eeutury or 
so, and when we bad fiuisbed our visit we 
variegated ourselves with re actions froin 
various Ruseiao coMtames and sailed away 
again more p'clurecqoa than ever. Id 
Smyrna we picked up camel's hair Rbawlt> 
and other dreesy tbinKs from Persia; but in 
Palestine —ah, iu Pulesiiua — our pplondid 
career ended. Tbey didn't wear any clothes 
there to speak of. We wero salisGcd, and 
slopped. We made no experiments. We 
did not try their costnme. . Bat we aston- 
iabed tbe natives of that oonntry. We aston- 
ished Ihem with such eccentrio ties of drefs 
as we could mudta.^ We prowled through 
tbe Holy Laud, from Ceearra Pbillippi tu 
Jeruaalcm aud tbe Dsad Sea, a weitd prooes- 
sioD of pilgrims gotten np reoardless ol ex* 
ponsa, solemn, gorgeous, green spectacled, 
dtowsiog under blue umbtollas, and astride 
ot a eorrier lot of horses, camels, and asses 
than those that came out ol Nouh'e ark, oficr 
eleven mootba of eea sickness and ehort 
rations. If ever those children of Israel in 
Palestine foigot when Uideon's band went 
through there from America, j^they ought to 
bo cursed once more and fio'sbed. It was 
tbe rarest epartacle that ever astounded mor< 
tsl eyes perhaps. 

Well, we were at homo in Palestine. It 
was easy to seo that lhat was the grand 
feature of the expedition. vVe bad cared 
oolbing much about Europe. Wa galloped 
througb tbe Louvre, lbs Pitti, the Unzzi, the 
Vatioan — all tbe galleries— aod tbrou^h tl;e 
pictured Iresooed ohurohes of Venice, Pibu, 
and the cathedrals of Spain ; some of ua said 
that certain of tbe great works of the old 
masters weia glorious creations of genius 
(wo found it in the guide took, though we 
got bold of tbe wrong picture sometimes) 
aud tbe others said they irsro disgraceful old 
daubs. v\^e examined modern ond nnoient 
statuary with a critical eya in F orence. 
Komo, or anywhere we fouod it, and prnieed 
il ii we saw fit, and if we didn't we said we 
preferred the wooden Indiana in front of the 
cigar stores of Amerioa, But tbe iloly land 
Drought out all our entbuaiasm. Wo fell 
into raptures by the barren shores of Galilee; 
we pondered at Tabor and Ntiz jreih ; wo ex- 
ploded into poetry over the qnpBtiouable 
love-line of Esuraelon ; we tui'diiaied at 
Jszreel aod Samaria over the zeal of Jehu, 
who slew seventy sons of one gentleman, 
massacred all tbe worshippers of liaal iu h\A 
diattict, and performed other mcriioriou) 
missionary services ; we rioted — fairly rioted 
— among the holy places of. Jerusalem ; we 
bathed iu the Joidan arjd the Dead ciea, 
recklesB whether our accideuial ineoranco 
policies soflered or not, and brou;;hl away 
so many jugs of precious water from boiL 
places that all the places from Jericho to tho 
monoiatcs ot Jao bwill eulTer from druugbi 
tbis year I think. Ysi, the pilgrimage part 
of this excareion was its pet leaturu — ther? 

qaestiou about tha'. Afier dsimdl, 
desolate, imileless Palestine, bouutiiul 
Egypt bad but few charms for as. We. 
merely glanced at it and were ready for 
home. 

Tbey woalds't let as land at Malta— qaar- 
antlne; they would not let ns laud iu Sar* 

dini I ; nor at Algiers, Afjica ; nor at iMalga, 
Spain ; nor at tha Msderia Islands. So we 
got oQended.at all foreignarg, and turned onr 
backs upon them and oame home. I eup 
pose we only stopped at the Barmodna bo 
cause they were in tbe programme, Wo did 
□ot care anything about any place at all 
VV« wanted to go home. Home sickness 
was abroad in the ship — it was quite evi 
dunt. If tha anihoritieH cf Nnw York had 
known how badly we had it they would have 
quarinticied ns here. 

We failed to sell the ship. I raeolion this 
because to sell the ship seemod to I'c as 
mich of an object of the excursion as any- 
hing else, and so ol course lo know that 
we failed to sell her must necessarily ba of 
'ntareel lo the public Wo were lo kcII tha 
ship and tbeo walk home, I suppose. That 
would have given variety to tbe pleasure ex 
onraion at any rate. 

The grand pilnrimige is over. Quod byo 
to it, and a pleasant memory to it, I am able 
to say in all kinduoes. I liaar no milico, no 
II will toward any indivi.hial connected with 
t, either as passenger or ofriocr. Such per-
